Lorraine Schillinger Loses Life 
in Meramec South of

Lorraine Schillinger, 13-year-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. George 
Schillinger of 227 East Marceau 
street, was drowned yesterday aft- 
ernoon in the Meramec River at 
Forest Ridge, two miles south of

Lorraine, who attended St. Boni- 
face Parochial School, was on an 
outing with 30 other girls and boys, 
most of them schoolmates. While 
most of the party were at a club 
house owned by the family of one 
of the children, she went wading 
about a quarter of a mile down- 
stream, accompanied by Nettie. To- 
masso, 14, 7306A Pennsylvania 
avenue: Frank Piry, 18, 216 East 
Schirmer street, and Jack Free 
man, 17, 7718A South Broadway. 

Suddenly finding herself in water 
up to her neck, she became panic- 
stricken, screamed for help. Piry 
grabbed her, but she struggied 
so furiously he was unable to pull 
her to shallow water.

WASHINGTON, May 22.—The 
clamorous urgings of the silver bloc 
in the Senate that more and yet 
more. be done to rehabilitate silver 
bore fruit today in a message to 
Congress by the President recom- 
mending legisicztion with the ob- 
jective of increasing the proportion 
of silver in our monetary reserves 
to one-fourth of the total value of 
the reserves. : 

Soon after the reading of the 
message in the Senate, a bill to give 
effect to its recommendations was 
introduced by Senator Pittman 
(Dem.), Nevada. The message 
and the ensuing bill are the out- 
come of recent conferences between 
the White House and the Treasury 
on the one hand and a group of 
seven or eight “silver Senators” on 
the other. 

Pittman this morning sought to 
persuade Senator Borah, another 
ardent silverite, to join him in in- 
troducing the measure, but the cau- 
tious Idahoan declined to commit 
himself till after he had seen the 
bill. 

Borah on President's Message. 

Borah said the President's mes- 
sage was satisfactory as far as it 
went. He wanted, however, before 
agreeing to sponsor the Dill, to 
make sure that it provided for the 
mandatory issuance of silver cer- 
tificates based on whatever silver 
may be purchased under the powers 
given the President. Borah’s idea 
is that $1.29 cents worth of paper 
should be issued against each ounce 
of the white meta] purchased. 

In recommending the silver leg- 
islation and putting it on his “must” 
list for enactment at the present 
session, the President asked Con- 
gress to lay down the policy that 
the United States should “increase 
the amount of silver in our mone 
tary stocks with the ultimate ob- 
jective of having and maintaining 
one-fourth of their monetary value 
in silver and three-fourths in gold.” 

“The executive authority,” he 
added, “should be authorized and 


directed to make the purchases of 
silver necessary to attain this ulti-| 
mate objective.” 

Concession te Bioc in Phrasing. 


The silver bloc had forecast the 
use of the words “authorized and) 
directed” and had expressed great | 
satisfaction at the prospect. At the 
beginning of the conferences be- 
tween the Treasury and the silver- 
ites, the Treasury had held out for 
language of a more purely permis- 
sive and less mandatory character. 
The silverites regarded the Presi- 
dent’s concession on this point as 
a long step toward meeting ‘their 
wishes. 

The President further said, in the 
more specific portions of his me> 
sage, that the price to be paid. by 
the Government for present silver 
stocks in this country should not 
exceed 50 cents an ounce. 

He said that the executive should 
be empowered to take over sur- 
pluses of silver not required for in- 
dustrial uses “on payment of just 
compensation,” and should have the 
further power “to regulate im- 
ports, exports <nd other dealings 
in monetary silver.” '

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., May 22. 
—Vassar girls hereafter will be al- 
lowed to marry during their col- 
lege career,.in order to avoid long 
engagements and secret. weddings. 

Warden Eleanor C. Dodge an- 
nounces in the current issue of the 
Vassar Miscellany, student publica- 
tion, that a girl now “may marry 
and continue her Vassar courses 
if she wishes.” 

“We do not believe in long en- 
gagements because of the emotional 
strain involved,” the announcement 
says. “Nor do we believe in secret 
marriages. If they are to be kept 
secret, they are necessarily fol- 
lowed by’ deception and falsifica- 
tion.” 

Warden Dodge said a married 
student would be expected to con- 
tinue living in dormitories “unless 
factors in her particular case make 
other living arrangements desir- 
able.” 


U. 8. REVENUE CHIEF 
FOR MICHIGAN RESIGNS 


Horatio J. Apbott, Accused of Seek- 
ing Large Contributions, ~ 
Quits. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—Hora- 
tio J. Abbott submitted hig resigna- 
tion as Collector of Internal Rev 
enue for the District of Michigan 
to President Roosevelt today. 

Also Democratic Committeeman 
for Michigan he wrot- out his resig- 
nation after conference with Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
over charges that employes in his 
office had solicited political funds. 

This development followed a short 
while after Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes had said that he was 
having an investigation made into 
reports that Abbot‘ had sought a 
large contribution from the Pack- 
ard Motor Co. and that the Public 
Works Administration was men- 
tioned. 

The resignation said: 

To the President: — 

“I hereby resign effective this 
day my office as Collector of in- 
ternal Revenue, District of Michi- 
gan.” 

This action followed a Treasury 
inquiry into charges which included 
the collection of political funds and 
payments by acting postmasters. 


CIRCUIT COURT OF APPEALS 
UPHOLDS THE NRA ON OIL 


Regulation of Production Declared 
Constitutional by Tribunal 
at New Orleans. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW ORLEANS, May 22.—Rezg- 
ulation of oil production under the 
National Industrial Recovery Act 
was held constitutional in an opin- 
ion handed down here today by the 
United States Fifth Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 

Injunctions granted in the East- 
ern Texas District Court, restrain- 
ing Federal officers from enforcing 
certain parts of the NIRA and the 
code for the petroleum industry 
were ordered dismissed. 

The Appellate Court described 
the petroleum code as a ‘novelty in 
legislation,” but said it saw no 
reason to “upset laws and regula- 
tions which are generally useful 
and necessary in public business.”

Write-Up of More Than 
$70,000,000 in Valua- 
* tions of Plants Held by 
Utility Group Charged. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 22.—Henry 
L Doherty, owrer of less than one- 


thirtieth of the capital stock of 
Cities Service, was described be- 
fore the Federal Trade Commission 

as ir. “practical control” of 
that billion-dollar corporation. 

Robert E. Healy, commission 
counsel, introduced a summary of 
studies by commission utility inves- 
tigators which said that Doherty 
personally held 29.6 per cent of the 
voting strength. Only two others 
of some 540,000 stockholders, it was 
said, held more than 1 per cent. 

In 1931, it was explained, there 
were .34,172,158 shares of voting 
capital -stocks. Of this, however, 
92 per cent carried but 1-20 of a 
vote per share. 

In additional] to other holdings, 
the summary said, Doherty owned 
all of 1,000,000 shares of 5 per cent 
cumulative stock with a stated val- 
ue of $1 a share, each share having 
one vote. 

$70,000,000 Write-Up. 

The summary also purported to 
show that the company in the peri- 
od from 1910-1930 wrote up valua- 
tions of its plant and investment 
by $70,020,529. 

The evidence held this was “not 
eliminated in the consolidated bal- 
ance sheet of the company” and 
“is approximately 7 per cent oi the 
plant and investment account con- 
tained in the company’s published 
inancial reports” as of Dec. 31, 
1930. 

The summary report described 
how the investments of Cities Serv- 
ice Co. rose from about $12,000,000 
in 1910 to $273,000,000 in 1930, 

The number of companies, the 
report added, increased from ihree 

* £6 160, all allegedly controlled at 
the top by the holding company, 

Cities Service Co., which was in 

turn controlled by Doherty.

ings.” 
Burns also noted that the com- 
pany has “paid every debt obliga- 
tion it has incurred irrespective of 
business conditions prevailing at 
the time of its maturity.” 
Regarding the alleged 7 per cent 
writeup, Burns charged that the 
claimed write-ups are “pyramided 
and duplicated in the commission's 
report from company to company. 
so that the tota arrived at bears 
no relation whatever to the invest- 
mént account reported by the 
company in its consolidated state 
. nts. 

“There .s no net write-up in the 
consolidated investment accounts in 
the Cities Service Company's pub- 
lished statements,” he said. “On 
the contrary there is a write-down 
of many million dollars.” 
Burns,,.aid the services of the 
fiscal agents are performed at cost, 
and that for years “the appropriate 
accounts of the fiscal pzgents have 
been audited periodically by inde- 


Co. and its subsidiaries” exceeded 
$1,000,000,000 at Dec. 31, 1930, and 
further indicates the tremendous 
growth to which the Cities Service 
system as a whole has attained. 

“Henry L. Doherty,” the summary 
said, “exercises practical control of 
Cities Service Co. and it: subsidiar- 
ies in two ways; through Henry L. 
Doherty & Co., fiscal agent, and 
through ownership of voting stocks 
of Cities Service Co.” 

Henry L. Doherty & Co., the sum- 
mary said, virtually conducted the 
affairs of Cities Service Co., which 
“aside from its directors and offi- 
cers, does not have any personnél 
or staff of its own.” 


Doherty Sole Proprietor. 


Doherty himself, | the summarv 
said, “is sole proprietor of Henry 
L. Doherty & Co.” The summary 
also reported that the only agree- 
ment between Cities Service and 
Doherty & Co. was a statemeit that 
the company “will act a: fiscal and 
operating agent for Cities Service 
and its subsidiaries.” 

As to Doherty’s control through 
stock ownership, the summary said 
that on March 14, 1931, there were 
$4,172,158 shares of voting capital 
stocks of Cities Service, held by 
543,306 stockholders. 

“The stock is widely distributed,” 
the summary said, “as indicated by 
the fact that 536,847 stockholders, 
or 99 per cent of .the total, held 
20,611,947 shares, or 60 per cent of 
the total, in share lots of from 1 
to 500 shares.” 

The various capital stocks, the 
summary said, have Various voting 
rights. For instance, the common 
stock of 31,687,108 shares, or 92 
per cent of the total, “has but 
one twentieth of a vote per share 
which gives the common leéss votes 
2 total ye the remaining 2,485,050 
shares o e outstandin 
stock.” di sng 

The summary then described how 
the original common stock having 
a $100 par value and one vote per 
share was split 20 times to $5 per 
share with one-twentieth of a vote. 
“Of the remaining number of 
shares,” the summary said, “which 
consists of various classes of pre- 
ferred stocks, 2,189,050 shares have 
one vote per share and 296,000) 
shares have one-tenth vote 
share.” 

A table in the summary showed 
that Doherty owned all of 1,000,000 
shares of 5 per cent non-cumulative 
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pendent certified public account- 
ants, and the assets, receipts and 
disbursements are vegified.”

UNLICENSED HOSPITAL 
‘OPERATOR FINED $000 


Dr. William A. Knight Ordered 
to Pay Maximum 
Penalty. 


. Dr. William A. Knight, proprietor 
of Westminster Hospital, 98612 
Halis Ferry road, was fined $500, 
the maximum, by Police Judge 
Vest today on a charge of operat- 
ing the hospital without a city per- 
mit.

is not equipped to handle any of 
these. 
“We found that Dr. Knight takes 
in aged persons, guaranteeing life- 
time care in return for a set amount 
paid in advance.

List of Hospital Facilities. 

Largest of the bond items is $7,- 
000,000 for new buildings and 
equipment for hospitals and other 
city institutions. A PWA grant of 
$2,124,000 is sought for this. The 
city proposes to provide the follow- 
ing facilities: 

Koch Hospital, for the tubercu- 
lar — Administration building, 
three structures for ambulant and 
semiambulant patients, two din- 
ing halls for ambulants, children's 
building, nurses’ residence, physi- 
gians’ quarters, Negro building, 
employes’ quarters, community 
hall. 

St. Louis Training School for the 
Feeble Minded—Six dormitories, 
administration building, school, 
employes’ group, industrial build- 
ing, bakeshop and cannery, physi- 
cians’ quarters, power plant ad- 
dition, roads. 

City. Sanitarium—Psychopathic 
hospital (to cost $750,000), two ad- 
ditional hospital units. 

City Hospital—New clinic, laun- 
dry reconstruction, operating 
room enlargement, children’s 
building, power plant reconstruc- 
tion service building. 

City Infirmary—Hospital unit, 
employes’ quarters, community 
hall, remodeling, addition to serv- 
ice facilities. 

Isolation Hospital—Two addi- 
tional hospital structures, em- 
ployes’ building, service building, 
drives.

BARS MONACO’S SUIT 
AGAINST MISSISSIPP 


Supreme Court Rules Foreign 
Actions Must Have State’s 
Consent, 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 22.—The 


Supreme Court ruled yesterday that 
an American state may not be sued 
by a foreign state without its con- 
sent. The decision, delivered by 


Chief Justice Hughes, was made in 
the case of the principality of Mo- 
naco which sought permission to 
sue Mississippi to force payment of 
bonds issued about 100 years agu 
and recently acquired by the princi- 
Mississippi refusec <9» consent to 
the suit and challenged the juris- 
diction of the high court to per- 
mit the filing of the suit without 
its consent. Analyzing constitu- 
tional provisions, the court found 
no specific direct declaration on 
the authority of a foreign state to 
sue a state of the Union. Pointing 
out there was no express provision 
that the United States might not 
be sued in the absence of its con- 
sent. the opinion declared that by 
reason of the “established doctrine 
of the immunity of the sovereign 
from suit except upon consent,’ 
the Constitution had been construed 
as not authorizing the maniten- 
nance of suits against the United 
States without its consent. 
Asserting that behind the Con 
stitution there were “pastulates 
which limit and control,” the court 
held that states. of the Union 
should be immune from _ suits 
brought without their consent, un- 
less there was a surrender of this 
immunity in the plant of the Con- 
stitutional Convention. The debates 
in the convention throw no light 
on the question, the court said, but 
Madison, Marshall and Hamilton 
were quoted to support the con- 
clusions that the sovereign coul( 
not be sued without its consent. 
“Controversies between a_ state 
and a foreign state may involve in- 
ternational questions in relation to 
which the United States has a 
sovereign prerogative,” the opinion 
stated. “The National Government, 
by virtue of its control of our for- 
eign relations, is entitled to em- 
ploy the resources. of diplomatic 
negotiations and to effect such an

(Rep.), Michigan, 
also an opponent of the adminis- 
tration measure which would grant 
President Roosevelt power to nego- 
tiate reciprocal trade agreements 
with other nations without Senate 
ratification, joined in calling for 
the Colombian treaty.

150 to 250 barrels will be required 
for each hectare.”

Water is to be obtained from all 
available rivers, lakes and swamps. 
In addition to sprinkling the 
parched fields by hand, the water 
bearers will dig ditches and holes to 
serve as reservoirs. Covering of 
freshly plowed fields with wet 
straw also is ordered. 

Meanwhile, light to heavy rains 
were reported in Southwestern Uk- 
raine and part of the Lower Volga 
region.

The committee feels that to revive such economi¢ 
injustices as Pittsburgh-plus and the price-fixing for- 
merly forbidden by the anti-trust laws is too great 
a price to pay for the partial recovery we have en- 
joyed. It has been a great price to pay for it, but 
that is no reason for wholly condemning the serious 
effort made by Congress to remedy a situation which 
had become intolerable. 

The better way to look at it is to believe that 
the inconsistencies of the plan can be ironed out. 
No such gigantic remedial measure could have leaped 
full-grown from the brain of Congress, nor will the 
solution to any such super-riddle ever so leap. Cer- 
tainly Mr. Darrow and his associates upon the com- 
mittee know full well how deep-rooted are all human 
customs and what a revolutionary proposal it was to 
ask that fair practice in business succeed the ex- 
cesses of laissez-faire. 

We think the committee has done the country a 
service, but we do not think it has solved the prob- 
lem to which NRA was addressed. That problem will 
be solved by the American people, and they must be 
given time to solve it. To make up their minds, they 
need to hear what everybody thinks—includifig the 
impatient, fretful Darrow committee. 
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RENEWING THE DRIVERS’ LICENSE CAMPAIGN. 
Undiscouraged by its 10 years of fruitless effort to 
obtain an automobile drivers’ license law for Mis- 
souri, the St. Louis Safety Council has decided to re- 
new the campaign, and to seek enactment of such a 
measure by the Legislature at its next session, open- 
ing in January. Missouri has been widely con- 
demned for lagging behind other states in neglecting 
to adopt this essential safety step. Comparison of 
statistics for states with and without such a law 
has proved its value beyond doubt. As President 
Brockman of the Safety Council says, “Driving an 
automobile should be made a privilege and not 
viewed as an inalienable right.” Persons unfit to 
drive would be weeded out by a license law before 
they had killed or injured someone, and the fear of 
losing licenses would be a constant incentive to care- 
ful driving. The movement for a license law should, 
and will, have the support of all persons concerned 
over the shocking slaughter on the highways.

in about five weeks the complicated ac- 

tivities of NRA over about nine months. 
Six men set out to judge the work of sev- 
eral thousand mea, operating through near- 
ly 400 codes. It was an impossible task. 
They would have had to examine more than 
10 codes a day to cover the ground, or about 
one code per working hour. It takes nearly 
an hour to read some of the codes. 

In their five weeks, assuming they had 
had a competent staff, and assuming they 
hed had power to examine books and wit- 
nesses, they might have made a thorough 
study of, let us say, the steel code or the 
coal code. But to suppose that they could 
judge the NRA as a whole, expertly and 
authoritatively, is to ascribe superhuman 
powers to Mr. Darrow and his associates. 

As a matter of fact, the Darrow board 
proceeded to repeat the most fundamental 
of all the errors of NRA. It tried to cover 
too much ground too quickly. Like much 
of NRA itself, this report is superficial and 
confusing because it is so all-embracing and

so excited. Because there are so many codes, 


set up in such a hurry, no one really knows 
what is in them all, or how they are work- 
ing, what they mean. The NRA does not 
really know, for to know that would be to 
know the details of thousands of enter- 
prises.

That the detailed reports of the board will 


show many specific evils may be taken for 
granted. The minority report of John F. 
Sinclair states that from 80 to 90 per cent

| should be examined with the greatest care. 


He does not say what these fundamental 
criticisms are, One could wish that it had 
been possible for him to state them. 

In any event, Mr. Sinclair appears to be 
the one man concerned in this fracas who 
had a clear idea of what such an frvestiga- 
tion ought to have been, and the one man 


who has displayed the characteristics of a 


candid and dispassionate mind. But all we 
tearn from him is that there are fundamenh- 
tal criticisms of NRA. We do not learn 
what they are. 

Besides the specific charges against cer- 
tain codes, most of which are violently dis- 
puted by NRA officials, there is what seems 
to be a personal report by two members of 
the board, Mr. Darrow’and Mr. Thompson. 
This report seeks to go to the question of 
underlying principle. Gen. Johnson has 
characterized it as a revelation of Mr. Dar- 
row’s preconceptions. Mr. Darrow would 
probably characterize it as his mature con- 
clusion.

PLIGHT OF GRADUATE 


Asks State Adult Education Di- 
rectors to Aid Jobless 
Young People. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 21. — Mrs. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt, speaking in 
the east room of the White House, 
addressed the conference of . State 
Directors of Emergency Adult Edu- 
cation yesterday at its closing ses- 
sion. 

Mrs. Roosevelt said she was 
speaking fof the young person 
who “finishes a school, who has to 
go into some kind of work and 
can’t find it.” 

“I'd like each of you,” she told 
the state directors, “to start in 
your locality to survey young un- 
employed people and to make sug- 
gestions as to where they might 
become useful to their communi- 
ties, and useful to themselves in a 
preparatory way, even if they can’t 
find the work they want to do 
definitely.” 

The President’s wife, who’ pre- 
sided over the conference and 
joined informally in its discussions, 
urged closed community scrutiny of 
the tax dollar. Thrifty spending, 
she said, might make possible lo- 
cal continuance of nursery and 
adult education schools established 
on an emergency basis by Federai 
funds. 

“Down in Mississippi we've taught 
25,000 adults how to read and 
write,” said W. E. Bond, State 
Superintendent. “Just to show 
jwe’ve gone the limit on helping 
ourselves: We have an 8&mill ad 
valorem tax; a 6 cent gasoline tax; 
income, inheritance, and privilege 
tax; a tobacco tax, an amusement 
tax, a malt tax, a dog tax, a poll 
tax, and, since the depression, a 
per cent general sales And in 
the last two years the public school 
teachers have: donated $2,000,000 
worth of their services. When the 
teachers wore out their credit as 
well as their clothes, the Federal 
Government came in and helped 
us.” 

Other state superintendents ex- 
pressed themselves as follows:

The jury, consisting of 
Henry McFee of Woodstock, N. X.,

At his age, events do not affect 
the chief much and as an intelli- 
rent Indian he knows that a white 
man may be expected to do any- 
thing, makes the best of it, and di- 
rects traffic. 

Middle aged “pale face” gentle- 
meng with dangerously big fists, 
thick necks, pasty complexions, 
worried expressions and all that 
goes with “100 per cent enterpris- 
ing Americanisms” might wonder 
as they whirl past in their auto- 
mobiles and look at that vigorous 
old Indian, aged- 90. 

He has never had his tonsils out, 
never had his teeth pulled to pre- 
vent “blood poisoning,” never had 
any tooth out except when it got 
too loose, and he pulled it himself 
with thumb and forefinger. He 
has never had his blood pressure 
taken, never took the “metabolism 
test” to find out whether he was 
changing his food into good 
healthy Indian flesh and blood. No 
need for him to worry about that.

Cleanliness Best 

Way to Prevent 
Skin Infections 

By Dr. lago Galdston 


HE axilla or armpit is a unique- 
Tw constituted portion of the 

body. The region harbors Many 
important nerves, blood vessels and 
lymph glands, and is filled with 
loose, connective tissue. 
The contact of the skin of the In- 
side of the arm with that of the 
chest wall, and the moisture and 
warmth of the armpit favor the 
growth of bacteria and the devel- 
opment of skin infections. Once an 
infection has developed in the arm- 
pit it can, unless promptly taken 
eare of, become a most painful and 
annoying condition. 
Occasionally the armpit lymph 
glands which serve as a barrier 
against the spread of infectious ma- 
terial from the hand succumb to the 
infectious process. They must then 
be opened in order to evacuate the 
pus accumulated within them. 
An extremely troublesome condi- 
tion is that called furunculosis of 
the armpit. Here small boils form 
about the roots of the armpit hair. 
The infection may work down from 
the hair follicles to the lymph 
glands underneath, and then spread 
to neighboring glands. 
The general tendency is for the 
furunculosis to spread, infectious 
material passing from one hair fol- 
licle to the next. These small hair 
follicle boils appear in crops and in 
a short while the whole armpit may 
become an extreme]; painful, fester- 
ing, burning, irritating mass. 
The important preventive meas- 
ures are rest and skin cleanliness. 
The armpit should be v ashed gently 
with soap and warm water and 
dried thoroughly but gently. The 
skin may then be cleansed with al- 
cohol. 
If the pustule formation in the 
armpit is acute, the sufferer should 
rest. in bed with the arm at right 
angles. If the irritation is mild, 
the -se of a dress shield which 
serves to keep apart the layers of 
skin will give comfort and promote 
healing. 
Pain in the armpit and swelling 
of the lymph glands within it may 
be the result of a distant infection, 
involving a finger or +he hand.

NCE in my life I felt near to 
0* of Are. It was in the 
™_ little village in Oxfordshire, En- 
gland, on a week-end visit. My 
friend was rector of a tiny, vine- 
coyered church, so lovely that just 
to look at it made a man want to 
say his prayers. 
At the Sunday service he asked 
me to read the lessons, saying that 
he had only one educatéd man in 
his parish, and he was too shy to 
do it. When I suggested that the 
Bishop might object—since I was 
not then an Anglican—he said his 
lordship would never know it. 


The church had ‘been built by 
one lady, a Duchess of Suffolk, 
about 1435, 50 years before Colum- 
bus set sail. She also built an 
alms-house for 13 old men, and a 
school at the same time. She was 
a granddaughter of Chaucer, the 
poet. “The church and the school 
—almost untouched—were still de- 
voted to their original uses. 


All this interested me _ greatly, 
and still more when I learned, by 
chance, that the Duke had been 
defeated and taken prisoner by 
Joan of Arc. There, in a dainty En- 
glish village—which sent almost as 
many men to Agincourt as it did 
to the World War—on a summer 
day, I felt the spell of that shining 
soldier saint. 


. There was something superhuman 
in it all. Joan had neither rank, 
nor wealth, nor education. She 
was not, strictly speaking, a great 
intellect—just a country girl who 
saw visions and heard voices. She 
had one thing only, Faith, a flash 
of God-fire in her soul, which car- 
ried her over all obstacles to a 
dizzy height. 
No wonder Mark Twain called 
her “the foremost member of the 
human race,” he who, though not 
of her faith, paid her homage from 
the time he was a boy. Few others 
have so touched the Divine, in the 
greatness of complete sacrifice in 
which there was no taint of self.
